If it 
is given some advantages or outside 
help it puts an unjustifiable drain on 
the entire economy that will eventually 
defeat the very end it set out to accom- 
plish 

When any co-op, mutual, founda- 
tion or other setup starts to compete 
with private business it should have to 
abide by the same rules and either 
stand on its own legs or fall.

One out of every four farmers in 
our county is doing subsoiling—any 
time from July until the winter rains 
set in. These farmers are not con- 
cerned about increased yields but they 
are wholeheartedly interested in con- 
servation of soil and water. Aside 
from our primary objective we are 
getting yield increases. On renovated 
pastures farmers are getting stands that 
stick. We feel this practice is vital 
in our farming programs 
Francis R. Clements Springfield, Ky.

Higher Supports for Quality Products? 


You're going to hear more about 
high support prices for top-quality 
farm commodities and lower support 
for inferior grades. Both Secretary 
Benson and Chairman Ellender of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee are flirt- 
ing with variations of this idea 

To discourage production of un- 
wanted wheat. Benson is considering 
a loan rate discount schedule to be 
applied against “inferior wheat varie- 
ties” grown in 1956. Also, USDA 
has started working for a new set of 
official wheat standards. And this year 
the Department is launching a broad 
scale try-out of newly-developed “sedi- 
mentation test” for measuring quality 
and quantity of gluten in wheat 

Sen. Ellender wants Government 
support machinery to emphasize pro- 
duction of the “most salable” varie- 
ties of cotton, lower support for varie- 
ties and lengths in poor demand. Such 
variable support could also be useful 
in wheat and perhaps other commodi- 
ties, he thinks. 


Price support law won't change this 
year, however. When the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee voted the other day 
to open a wide-ranging review of vari- 
ous price-propping proposals, it vir- 
tually postponed any real legislative 
action until next year 

Politics, as usual, figured in the 
decision Both the Democrats and 
Republicans want you to live for a 
while with the present flexible price 
support program. Secretary Benson 
and the GOP think you will learn to 
like it. A sizable bloc of Democrats 
are gambling the experience will build 
your reaction against flexibles 


Congressional money bosses are dis- 
playing no eagerness to open wide the 
Government purse for the Adminis- 
tration’s proposed long-range program 
of aid to low-income farmers. It isn't 
that they want to hold back help 
They simply aren't sure that USDA 
has figured out the best way of getting 
the job done. 

Chairman Jamie Whitten of the 


powerful House Subcommittee on 
Agricultural Appropriations, for ex- 
ample, is expecting “long hearings to 
find out what helps and what doesn’t 
help low-income farmers.” In_ his 
view, a vigorous campaign to boost 
sales of farm commodities in the 
world market, at competitive prices, 
would do more for small farmers than 
anything else. 

Other Southern legislators are con- 
cerned about the emphasis on training 
part-time farmers and young farm 
people for “off-farm” work, primarily 
in cities. They aren't sure there are 
enough jobs to go around. 

Labor leaders here are privately ex- 
pressing similar criticism. Machine 
“automation” is already hitting indus- 
dustrial workers, they say, and could 
increase the threat of unemployment 
Instead of bringing farm people to 
town, they have been thinking of jobs 
in the country for displaced city 
workers. 


Look for increasing criticism of 
efforts now being made to manufac- 
ture a continuing farm-labor legisla 
tive alliance. Most farm leaders out 
side of Congress are dead set against 
it, will fight such a coalition to the 
end. 

The present concern arises from 
what appears to be a trial wedding of 
farm and labor forces in the House 
Together, they squeezed through a 
favorable vote for restoration of 90 
percent price supports. Now they're 
expected to vote together again for 
the labor-supported increase in mini 
mum wage levels—from 75 cents an 
hour to a dollar or more—and for 
other pro-labor legislation 

Chairman Cooley of the House 
Agriculture Committee has a promi 
nent role in the coalition In this, 
he is getting support from the Farmers 
Union and no discouragement from 
the Democratic Party. But other farm 
leaders are warning that labor is bound 
to dominate any continuing tie-up 
Labor now has and always will have 
more voting strength than agriculture

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Why send your teenager 


to camp? 


By ALBERT MORRIS and GRETCHEN MINGLEDORFF as told to BILL KENNEDY 


Wry send your children to camp? Why indeed? You 
can think of a few good reasons right off: 

The record player would get a rest from “gone” music, 
and so would your ears. . . you'd get to use the family car 
evenings . . . your paper or daily mail would be in the 
house for a change, all in one neat package . . . you would 
get to use the telephone without having to wait 30 minutes 
. » « you could turn the radio or TV to a program you 
wanted to hear, or even turn it off . . . you might get an 
evening out to do what you wanted . . . who knows, there's 
a slim chance you'd get the lights out before 12 one night 

. and if your luck holds, you'd get up next morning to 
a clean kitchen and go through the house without stumbling 
even once over a pair of bluejeans or a baseball glove. 

Summed up, these excuses for packing the youngsters off 
simply mean a rest for Mom and Dad. That's not the 
“why” we mean. Since yours is the job of raising a civilized 
citizen in a world that’s moving too fast for civilization to 
keep pace-——and which as a result gets pretty wild some- 
times-—maybe you ought to think about camp in terms of 
what it means to your boys and girls. They're the most 
important crop on the farm—even if the least profitable. 

After the home, the school, and the church, summer camp 
is the best place you can find to teach your teenagers to 
stand on their own two feet. A summer camp like ours 
is a separate little “community” where they're bound to learn 
some things about living with people that you just can't 
teach them, no matter how fine a parent you are or how 
hard you try. Devoted children are wonderful—but nothing 
is more pathetic than a strapping youth still tied to Mamma’s 
apron strings. ‘et ‘em try their wings! 
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Some of the girls—and a few of the boys—who come 
to our camp get homesick. But usually the other campers 
take care of them better than Mamma could, and the cure 
lasts—seldom do we have to bundle up one of them to send 
home. 

Too much has been said and written about juvenile de- 
linquency—too little done. Our camp does something about 
it. Reports by hundreds come to us about organized com- 
munity recreation programs that grew out of camp activities. 
The boys and girls learn folk dancing, singing in quartet or 
chorus, and they keep it up when they go back home. 

Proof of the camp's worth comes to us daily from parents. 
One mother told, with tears in her eyes, how her daughter 
demanded that they have family altar at home after having 
vesper service daily at camp. 

We've trained some top-notch life guards, some camera 
bugs, some athletic instructors, song leaders, and first aid 
specialists. What's more important, we teach youngsters to 
live on equal terms with others day and night. No special 
privileges here because he is the only son, or because she 
has a little more money to spend. If a boy brings a car 
to our camp, he parks it until his stay is over. He gets 
up early, goes to bed on time, makes his own bed and gets 
his turn at camp chorés. “Johnny's” room is inspected daily, 
not cleaned for him. There is nothing but the critical eye 
of fellow campers to make him stay clean and neat—but 
it works. 

At the Georgia FFA camp, where we take about 4,000 
youths each summer (one week at a time), we keep both 
boys and girls. Some folks are afraid to tackle the job

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Nes chemical defoliants are bringing us closer to producing cotton that 


matures all at once, and can be machine 


harvested when you’re ready, with no green 


bolls or trash damage

I. WE had some kind of chemical that would make cot- 
ton mature all its bolls at once, then drop all its leaves and 
stop growing, mechanized cotton production would be a lot 
easier. 

We don't, of course. And getting cotton to drop its leaves 
at the right time is still one of the hardest jobs in mechan- 
ized cotton farming. It's a job you easily can go haywire 
on, because the defoliant that does a good job in one loca- 
tion may not work in another. And the one that works well 
One time might not do so well next year, or even the next 
week. 

But we are getting nearer to finding the chemicals that 
will do the job we want done. New and improved pre- 
harvest chemicals—and better ways of using them—are 
ready for this year’s harvest. 


What Can You Use? 


One of the new chemicals you'll be hearing more about 
is AT—amino triazole. It’s one you may be able to try 
out for yourself this fall. Sold as Amizol, limited amounts 
of amino triazole are available to farmers this year for the 
first time. 

So far, AT is probably too expensive to use in heavy 
applications. But AT, or Amizol, can be mixed satisfac- 
torily with almost any other pre-harvest chemical, to get 
results from small amounts at lower cost. And cheaper 
forms of the chemical may soon be available. 

Amizol is a growth-inhibitor, not an actual leaf-killer. 
It stops regrowth of new leaves after defoliation—often a 
serious harvesting problem on fertile soils where there's lots 
of rain at harvesting time. It doesn't reduce either fiber 
quality or lint yields. When applied in a mixture with an- 
other defoliant—using “% to | pound per acre—Amizol 
also helps the other chemical do a better job of removing 
the leaves. Most important, the regrowth that might follow 
use of some regular defoliants, is effectively checked by the 
Amizol. 

Amizol can be used alone, however, at rates of 42 to 2 
pounds per acre, to get effective leaf-removal and second 
growth control for two to five weeks after it’s applied. 

Although Amizol has proved effective in the stripper- 
harvest areas of the Texas Plains and Blacklands, as well 
as in tall-cotton areas of the Southwest and Southeast, spe- 
cialists generally don’t recommend it for the stripper areas 
so far. One reason, of course, is that regrowth is not so 
often a problem with stripper harvesting. . 

Other new pre-harvest chemicals, not yet fully tested, 
include NP-1098 and Phillips 713D. NP-1098 has given 
better results—especially in the Southwest, when used in 
combination with Amizol. Tests with Phillips 713D so far 
have been most satisfactory in the stripper-harvest areas. 
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Defoliation Pay Off? 





There are plenty of other, better-known chemicals that 
also do a good defoliating job. Texas specialists each year 
prepare a complete up-to-date list of tested defoliants and 
desiccants and recommended rates for the different areas 
of the state. Texas farmers—and many farmers in sur 
rounding states—can select their best defoliant or desiccant 
from this list 

(Recommendations for choosing and using defoliants var) 
from one area to the next. Write the Editors of FaanmM anv 
RANCH for recommendations on choosing the hest defoliants 
for your state and your locality.) 

Getting a satisfactory job of defoliation requires skill and 
know-how. Applied too early in the season, defoliants can 
reduce grade and total yields by slowing growth of too many 
of the immature bolls. Experienced cotton farmers gen 
erally apply defoliants only after at least 50 percent of the 
bolls are mature, desiccants after 60 percent of the bolls 
are mature. If you delay too long about defoliating, of 
course, you may be so late you'll lose more cotton from 
shedding locks, weather damage and boll rot than you gain 
from additional maturing of bolls 


When Is It Time? 


The ideal time for applying defoliants in order to get most 
complete leaf removal isn't always the best time for getting 
in staple length and grade, harvesting 
There's no formula for 


the greatest benefits 
efficiency, yield and insect control 
deciding just when to apply defoliants for the greatest ben« 
fit. The time that’s best for you depends on conditions on 
your own farm. Your own experience, your neighbor's ex 
perience and the advice of your county agent or agriculture 
teacher are the surest guides 

Applying too much defoliant may damage cotton fibers 
and kill the leaves without making them drop off the plant 
Some farmers—espevially in stripper harvest areas—preter 
to use desiccants, such as penta chlorophenol, intended to 
dry up the leaves without removing them from the plant 
In tests in the Delta and some Southwestern areas, however 
desiccated cotton has usually been more trashy than defo 
lated cotton 

Some Southwestern farmers use 2,4-D as a desiccant in 
preparation for stripper harvesting. Although it does effec 
tively stop growth of the cotton plant, 2,4-D often results 
in serious lint stain, resulting in spotty cotton 

In stripper-harvest areas, second growth has often been 
a problem with some desiccants and defoliants Amino 
triazole is now being used in the same application with the 
desiccant in these areas, or applied as a second treatment 
after the leaves have dried, to reduce second growth. Recent 
improvements in some other defoliants make them also more 
effective in second growth control 
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One warning: Using the recommended material at the 
recommended rates is no guarantee you'll get just the re 
sults you want. Weather and other unpredictable conditions 
can still undo the effect of even the best application job 
If you didn't get the results you wanted one time, don't give 


up It may be different next time you try it 


Should You Defoliate’ 


Maybe you don't need to defoliate In sor 


stripper 
harvest areas—and in spindle-picker areas during dry sea 
sons——it's been found that defoliation generally improves the 
grade only slightly, if at all And under some conditions 
defoliation may even lower the grade. Whether defoliation 
will pay off for you depends on your own conditions 

More and more farmers are defoliating the cotton as a 
regular practice, however, as their experience and the results 
of experimental work shows that proper application of de 
foliants will usually pay back several times the cost Cet 
ting the leaves off the cotton at the right time cas produc 
lint cotton as much as one full grade better when mechan 
ically harvested under most conditions, and can he Ip improve 
the staple length 

There are some other benefits you can count on from 
detohation Many farmers have found that removing th 
leaves from the cotton makes mechanical harvesting and 
hand picking easier and faster—and usually cheaper Since 
the cost for chemical and application ss usually kk thar 
four dollars an acre, it's not hard to repay the cost of on 
application from cheaper harvesting costs alon

Recommended defoliants m most stat ywclud 
dusts, for use when there's enough dew or high humidit 
and when there's no wind to interfere with application 
There's usually a wider choice of recommended pray ma 
terials, however, and when you use a spray defoliant you 
can combine it with one of the growth inhibitors, for maxi 
mum effectiveness Spray defoliants can get good result 
under most weather conditions, but they generally do a bet 
ter job when humidity is high 

Even with the improved chemicals and methods of ap 
plication, there's still some guesswork and luck involved in 
defoliating. It can't be said that every cotton farmer should 
defoliate, but chances are it will pay off handsome! 
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For 18 years, the closest Ralph A. Risk 
ever came to farming was his job as 
chemist with a dairy company.

THERE IS TOO MUCH OF THE WRONG KIND of 
cotton in the United States. And the cut 
in acreage this year will aggravate the 
shortness of of the kind of cot- 
ton American mills use most. There is an 
over-abundance of short staple cottons and, 
even with the acreage reductions, more of 


these cottons will be grown this year than 
are wanted. 


COMMITTEE STUDYING THE EXPORT PROBLEMS is 
also considering proposals such as exten- 
Sion of Public Law 480, sales for fore 
currencies, granti credits, establish- 
ment of revolv unds to make it easier 
to buy American cottons and even the 

use of direct subsidies, although the 


Ago ration is opposed to subsidies at 
the moment. 


THERE MAY BE BRIGHTER TIMES for cotton in 
1956. The efforts of producers to get a 
definition of export goals have paid off. 














All that is necessary now is a means of 


finding these goals. 





AND THERE MAY BE a national acreage re- 
serve of 1% next year to provide small 
farmers with ranteed minimums of four 
acres or the est plantings in the last 
three years, whichever is the larger. 
Placing allotments on a history basis in 
1955 caused severe hardships, especially 
when Congress failed to pass legislation 
for greater allotments. The Far West, 
which would not benefit from the proposal, 
is expected to oppose it. 











LOAN DIFFERENCES for the 1955 cotton crop 
have been announced. The average minimum 
loan for Middling 15/16 inch is 33.50 cents. 
It will be higher if the July parity is 
higher than the 35.22 cents on which the 
minimum is based.

who keeps records—lambs can pay for 
their dams and make a profit the first 
year. 

(2) You can carry more sheep per 
acre in the South (year-in and year- 
out) than anywhere else. 

(3) With modern drugs you can 
control stomach worms and other 
parasites; and you can beat the dog 
menace, although this is still a prob- 
lem, 

(4) This year the Government in- 
stalled a system of incentive price pay- 
ments to assure good prices for wool. 

(5) We still enjoy a farm labor 
price advantage in the South. 

Sheep production records from one 
state for 1954 showed an average of 
115 lambs raised per 100 ewes. Each 
ewe sent to market 100 pounds of 
lamb and gave up a wool clip of 9.8 
pounds. Gross sale of lambs and wool 
per ewe came to $25.93. This meant 
an average gross income per animal 
unit (six ewes) of $155.58 from all 
the flocks on which records were kept. 
And the highest individual flock record 
showed a 155 percent lamb crop, with 
a gross of $220.74 per unit, 

With good pasture in humid areas 
of the South you can carry a unit of 
six ewes on 1% to 2% acres (some 
farmers keep up to six on one acre). 
Sheep have long been known as good 
foragers, making good use of the feed 
they consume. And now hormone 
and antibiotic feeding promise to make 
them more efficient (see “Hormones 
Hit the Feed Lot,” February issue, and 
look for story on antibiotics soon). 

Controlling worms is a task, but 
not a serious problem. Phenothiazine, 
mixed with salt (1 part to 9 parts 
salt), and kept dry before the flock, 
makes the job simple—although many 
growers drench two to three times a 
year as an added precaution. 

As for dogs, the surest protection 
(outside of standing watch with your 
gun) is to pen the flock at night. Of 
course this calls for a good corral and 
some work, especially since it is im- 
portant to pen the sheep late and turn 
them out early. 


Better Marketing 


Marketing still may be a problem 
in your area, and if so it is an impor- 
tant one. One of the best answers 
is to join with some neighbors in a 
cooperative marketing program—plan 
production so you can pool your pro- 
duce to save money in shipping, or 
to attract buyers. This system is being 
used by growers in Arkansas and some 
other states to a decided advantage.

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Want quality Tobacco? 


Control your curing carefully 


Bo YOu check your tobacco curing 
units before the curing season gets 
under way? If not, you should. Fumes 
from certain fuels and curing units 
that are not properly cleaned, properly 
adjusted, and properly installed can 
lower the quality of the cured leaf to 
the extent that the tobacco may not 
be usable for cigarettes. Tobacco that 
has absorbed the odors and flavors of 
certain fuel fumes is not in demand 
by tobacco buyers. And remember, 
the future of our tobacco market is 
dependent on the satisfaction the 
smoker gets from a high quality 
product. 

Before the curing season begins, 
check your curing unit and ventila- 
tion system and place them in first 
class condition prior to the time the 
tobacco is placed in the barn. 

Most curing units should be level, 
Mount them on a solid, smooth base 
to prevent units from being disturbed 
during the curing season, Check units 
that have flues for soundness and for 
any carbon accumulation that may 
interfere with the proper functioning 
of the unit. 

Check open flame oil units to be 
sure they are level and keep wicks 
properly trimmed and adjusted so that 
the burners are free of carbon and 
other obstruction that may affect their 
proper functioning. 

If you wait until the barn is filled 
to repair and try out the curing unit, 
all the tobacco in the barn may be 
damaged by fuel fumes or smoke in 
the process of getting the unit adjusted 

A proper ventilation system that 


works easily may have an important 
influence on the quality of the cured 
leaf. 

Your tobacco barn should be 
equipped with a ventilating system in 
the foundation. The system should 
be equivalent at least to a layer of 
4-inch concrete block, on all four sides 
of the barn, turned so that the holes 
in the blocks open into the barn. In 
some cases you'll need to enlarge the 
holes in the 4-inch blocks with a chisel 
and hammer. Each barn should be 
equipped with a ridge ventilator that 
is easy and convenient to operate. 
The ventilator should have slightly 
more opening than the capacity of the 
bottom ventilators. 

You have only to see the amount 
of brown and scalded tobacco on the 
warehouse floor each season, to appre- 
ciate the importance of proper ventila- 
tion in controlling the cure. The 
aroma, flavor and color of tobacco 
cured in the presence of too much 
moisture is not as satisfactory as to- 
bacco cured in a properly ventilated 
barn. During the yellowing and leaf- 
drying period, adjust the ventilators to 
eliminate excessive moisture in the 
barn Once the leaf is nearly dry, 
you can close the ventilator to save 
heat and thereby reduce the fuel bill. 

A properly constructed ventilation 
system, used correctly, can cut your 
fuel bill at least 20 to 25 percent. 
The ridge ventilator can be built at a 
cost of about $12 to $20. You can 
obtain plans for a suitable ventilator

LL poultrymen are happy when 

egg prices are high. But when 
the market takes a nose dive like it 
did last summer, how do your profits 
fare? 

At a time like this, good manage- 
ment is a real life saver and about the 
only thing that will keep you in busi- 
ness, say the folks who produce eggs. 

According to Theo Miller, a suc- 
cessful grower in Clay County, Ala- 
bama for the past five years, there are 
several practices that help hold poul- 
try income above the break even point. 
But he’s convinced that his system of 
keeping overhead costs down was one 
big reason why he continued to make 
a $20-a-week profit from 500 layers 
last summer, even when eggs were 
selling for 43 cents a dozen. 

Miller is a great believer in cutting 
building and equipment costs. He 
uses cheap lumber for making his own 
feeders, nests, and laying houses. This 
material consisting of scrap thin 
boards and slabs, is obtained from 
nearby sawmills without cost The 
poultryman has a power rip saw rigged 
from a discarded lawn mower motor. 
On this machine he edges his rough 
lumber and trims it into useful build- 
ing materials. 

These boards are used to build and 
repair houses and make feeders and 
nests. All of this work is done by 
Miller—thus he is profitably employed 
during the time his layers don’t require 
attention. 

In addition to reducing overhead 
costs, Miller follows other manage- 
ment practices which help keep pro- 
duction expenses down. 


6-Point Profit Program 


He believes the following six points 
also helped him make a profit last year 
when the going was rough: 

1. Making full use of lights. Dur- 
ing short days he uses lights to give

his layers at least 14 hours of working 
time. On dark, rainy days he keeps 
lights on during the morning, some- 
times as late as 11:00 o'clock. 

2. Using feeders with 5S-inch sides 
and filling them only half full 

3. Providing plenty of green forage 
the year around. When hens cannot 
be turned on the range, their green 
feed is cut and fed in the house 

4. Giving layers his full attention. 
Hens are cared for by the clock, get- 
ting the same attention every day at 
the same hours 

5. Coddling hens to make them eat. 
Each morning layers get wet mash as 
an appetite stimulator. Pellets are fed 
at 11:00 o'clock and grain at 3:00 

6. Supplying warm water in the 
winter. This increases the amount of 
water layers drink and helps keep pro- 
duction at a high peak. 

“If all of these practices are com- 
bined,” says the poultryman, “egg 
producers can stay in the business and 
make a profit under most circum- 
stances.”

MAKE MILKING EASY 


M ILTON WALKER, of Kosciusko, 
Miss., called to one of his cows by 
name as she grazed with the herd 
across the pasture. And to the amaze- 
ment of the farmers there on a dairy 
tour, one of the Jerseys lifted her head 
and came sauntering to the barn at 
mid-day 

The cow calmly ignored the crowd 
as she walked up the steps onto the 
elevated milking platform of Walker's 
new dairy shed There she received 
an extra helping of grain before going 
down the ramp to the outside, where 
she rejoined the herd. 

“Our cows were easy to train when 
we started using the new barn. I be- 
lieve they enjoy the setup as much as 
we do,” the dairyman explained. He 
was referring to his new V-type milk- 
ing parlor, first of its kind completed 
in that area of Mississippi 


Saves Time and Labor 


Efficiency and economy were major 
goals in designing the barn, which in- 
cludes a feed room and a milk room, 
in addition to the milking area. Pres- 
sure-treated poles were used for the 
framework of the 14 x 20 foot build- 
ing It has a 3-inch cement floor 
throughout Total cost of the ma- 
terials was $250 and Walker did 
most of the work himself. 

Design of the building is adapted 


to the principle of the “cow coming 
to the operator” instead of the “opera- 
tor going to the cow.” The cow enters 
the barn over steps through a door at 
one corner, stands on the elevated plat- 
form, and is prepared for milking 
while the machine is on another cow 
As soon as each cow is milked, she 
is released and leaves the barn over 
a ramp at one of two exits while an- 
other cow moves up to take her place 
After cows become familiar with the 
barn they await their turns in a hold- 
ing pen and enter the milking room 
voluntarily And Walker says they 
rarely soil the floor 
No time is lost

Detecting Rabid Dogs 


ccoxpino to veterinarians, there 
If are two types of rabies that affect 
dogs. These are furious, and dumb. 

There are three stages in the de- 
velopment of furious rabies. The first 
stage is melancholy, with the dog 
usually showing a tendency to creep 
away into some darkened place. The 
dogs are irritable and sullen; their 
bark usually changes to a higher pitch 

The second stage of furious rabies 
is marked by the dog walking or run- 
ning aimlessly, snapping furiously at 
almost any quickly moving object 
which crosses its path, often chewing 
sticks and stones. 

The final stage of furious rabies is 
known as the paralytic stage. The 
wanderlust changes to deep depres- 
sion, paralysis commences in the lower 
jaw, the tongue hangs out and be- 
comes dry and discolored, and the dog 
appears to have something in its throat 
and can neither eat nor drink. If 
there is any saliva, it hangs in strings 
or mucus. The paralysis spreads from 
the lower jaw, and the dog slips into 
a coma and dies. His bite is danger- 
ous even from three to five days be- 
fore sure symptoms appear. 

Dumb rabies is practically the same 
as the final stage of furious rabies, but 
there is not as much danger because 
the dog is usually partially paralyzed 
from the start. However, dogs stricken 
with dumb rabies are just as danger- 
ous as those with furious rabies.

Your questions...about canning 


N 80 farm homes out of every 100 

some canning is done. It’s less than 
half that in urban homes. Whether 
you are a farm homemaker or an 
urban one, or what I call a “rurban” 
homemaker—one who lives in a com- 
munity that’s neither city or country 
—you may have had some problems 
or some wonder-why’s in canning. 
We'll try to answer some of your 
questions here. If you have others, 
write us. 


Is it all right to use the open-kettle 
method in canning? 

The open-kettle method should never 
be used for canning low-acid vege- 
table such as beans, okra and corn 
Nor do we recommend canning acid- 
fruit, tomatoes or juice by the open- 
kettle method. Bacteria are likely to 
get in as the juice, fruit or vegetable 
is dipped from the kettle and put into 
the jar and spoilage will happen. Put 
the fruit or acid vegetables in the jar, 
then process. Follow directions given 
for processing 


Should jars which are to be proc- 
essed be boiled or “sterilized”? No, 
this is not mecessary, but the jars 
should be clean and hot. 


Is canning in the oven safe?  In- 
deed, it isn't. And don't let anyone 
sell you on that, “because it’s so easy.” 
Better to be safe than sorry. It mat- 
ters not what type or brand of jar you 
use, oven cahning is not safe! 


How can I keep peaches and apples 


from turning brown? Drop each peach 
or apple immediately on peeling into 
water in which 3 tablespoons salt, or 
2 tablespoons each of salt and vinegar 
has been added to a gallon of water 
You can use ascorbic, citric acid or 
ACM which is sold in drug stores 


Will the loss of liquid from the jar 
during processing cause spoilage? No, 
it will not. But that part of the fruit 
or vegetable that is not covered with 
the liquid may darken. After the 
filled jar has been processed, never, 
never open it to add more liquid 


Should jelly be sealed while hot? 
Yes. The quicker the better The 
new shoulderiess tapered jar with 
screw-top, self-sealing lid is a dandy 
Remember that jelly, preserves, jam, 
etc., should be very hot or any seff- 
sealing lid will not do the job 


How can I keep tomato juice from 
separating? Cook the tomatoes at 
simmer, not boiling, heat until soft 
Then press through fine sieve or food 
mill. Add salt to taste and reheat 
juice to simmer point. Pour into hot 
jars and process no longer than 15 
minutes in hot-water bath at boiling 


What causes fruit to rise to the top 
of jar? The fruit is lighter than the 
syrup. Use firm ripe fruit, heat be- 
fore packing in hot jars. Pack as 
closely as possible without crushing 
Use light syrup and the right process 
ing time. When jars are cool lay on 
side for 3 days, turn each day

For several years in this column I 
have reported on studies which sug- 
gest that Americans eat too much fat. 

The evidence continues to accumu- 
late that the average American needs 
to have the fat in his meals reduced 
by a whopping 50 percent. 

At present about 40 percent of all 
energy units, or calories, in an Ameri- 
can meal comes from fat; this ap- 
parently needs to be reduced to a 
safer 20 percent. 

What may this mean in the aver- 
age diet? It means replacing about 
one-half of the gravy, butter, cream, 
yellow cheese, fat meats, vegetable oils 
and egg yolks that we like on our 
dining-room tables with lean meats, 
low-fat milk products, vegetables, 
fruits and cereals. 

When this minor revolution in eat- 
ing habits takes place we can expect 
to see people living longer, with less 
of the serious heart and blood vessel 
conditions that are killing or disabling 
so many middle-aged Americans. 

Maybe you are not convinced. I 
am, enough to do something about it. 

I'm not a food faddist, but on the 
basis of present and admittedly incom- 
plete knowledge I'm going to spread 
the butter thinner, pour the gravy 
sparingly, slice away the fat from the 
meat, and learn to like skim milk or 
buttermilk. 


Sarcoidosis 


Sarcoidosis is not a common dis- 
ease, but it apparently is of particular 
importance to many readers of this 
magazine, the rural people of the 
southeastern United States. 

Dr, Max Michael of the State Uni- 
versity of New York has recently pre- 
sented clear-cut evidence that sarcoi- 
dosis, which is not tuberculosis but 
behaves much like it, is much more 
prevalent in people born and raised 
in our part of the continent. Persons 
born on farms are more apt to get 
the disease than city born persons. 
Counties having soil that was once at 
the bottom of the sea have the highest 
rate. 

The search goes on to find the cause 
of sarcoidosis with the possibility that 
there may be some chemical in the 
soil that is the key to the understand- 
ing of this baffling disease.

it helps build interest. We like it and 
the youngsters do, too. Never once 
have we been tempted to change the 
plan. 

“Get a few girls around and your 
boys even eat less,” declares T. D. 
Brown, Jr., camp director. “They 
keep their hair combed, dress neatly, 
watch their manners. When only boys 
came to camp, our attendance wasn't 
good. Boys were inclined to be mis- 
chievous, careless in their dress, ang- 
ling to go into town for a movie or 
ball game. It was difficult to have an 
organized program 

“Coming of the girls ended these 
problems—and brought others,” says 
Brown, “But we changed our set-up 
to emphasize folk games and to in 
clude crafts and it has worked out well 
Half the cottage area is set aside for 
boys, half for girls.

Coccidiosis 





CocciDI0sIs is a very widespread 
disease of poultry that causes death of 
many birds, or unthriftiness and lower 
egg production in others. The heaviest 
losses occur in birds 6-10 weeks of 
age during June, July and August. 

Coccidiosis is caused by tiny para- 
sites called “coccidia” that cannot be 
seen by the naked eye. There are 
eight different species of coccidia in 
chickens With few exceptions, all 
chickens at time in their life 
harbor a few coccidia The damage 
they do depends upon the species of 
coccidia, the number of coccidial 
oocysts they pick up and the suscept- 
ibility of the bird 


The parasites are passed in drop- 


some 


pings from birds that have coccidiosis. 
This stage in which the coccidia are 
passed from the intestines is called the 
“oocyst” and is not infective. Before 
oocysts produce the disease in other 
birds they must develop for two days 
under favorable conditions of tem- 
perature and moisture in the soil or 
litter. These mature oocysts are picked 
up with feed water and they pro- 
duce the infection when large num- 
bers are present 

The symptoms, in general, resemble 
those caused by worms or other nutri- 
tional diseases. It is therefore almost 
impossible to diagnose the condition 
except by autopsy and a microscopic 
examination of the intestinal wall for 
coccidia 

The noticeable symptoms of affected 
birds are a droopy condition with 
sagging wings Birds tend to lag. 
The beak, shank and visible mem- 
branes become pale The droppings 
may or may not be bloody, depending 
upon the type of coccidiosis present 
Usually, many of the birds are affected 
at the same time. Death losses reach 
a peak from the fifth to the seventh 
day after the illness 

The best way to prevent this dis- 
ease is by strict sanitation, maintain- 
ing dry litter and putting young birds 
on clean range away from older birds 
Nitrofurazone, Nitrophenide, Sulfa- 
quinoxaline or NiCarbazin may be 
used in the feed to help prevent out- 
breaks of coccidiosis. In acute cut- 
breaks of drugs of 
choice are Sulfamethazine and Sulfa- 
quinoxaline. These drugs are added 
to the drinking water according to the 
manufacturer's directions

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Open Letter to Ruthless Reuther, ClO, Detroit 


Sir: You've got gall! You, a power-drunk union boss 
telling the American people, “We'll get it—or else.” Well, 
you got it.

The GAW will limit employment and production 
by making businessmen overly cautious about hiring new 
workers for risk-taking expansion. And big companies will 
quit parceling out as much work to small suppliers. They'll 
make more of their own parts during slack times, since 
they'd have to pay the workers anyhow. 

This plan will tend to put little companies out of busi- 
ness, and increase the alarming trend to mergers. 





Ford settled with you for increases amounting to 20 cents 
an hour, and pensions up to $241 a month. And, as you 
gloated, the compromise “provided the principle upon which 
we are going to build tthe GAW.” Thus, you serve fair 
warning that you'll be back for more. Ford had offered 
to let employees buy Ford stock at half price; to lend laid- 
off employees interest-free money. Many employees liked 
that idea. But you figured that might make them loyal to 
the company instead of the union, so you vetoed it. 

You smart labor leaders (whose guaranteed annual de- 
mands help keep your jobs) claim that farm prosperity is 
dependent on a high wage scale for labor. The average 
auto worker now earns over $2.10 an hour. (That's far 
higher than farm workers earn.) You ignore the fact that 
during the period of the highest wage scale in human his- 
tory, farm income declined. And it declined while the 90 
percent rigid support law was in force, because the new 
(1954) law doesn’t even take effect until this year's har- 
vest. The farmer was put in a squeeze resulting from over- 
production and the high cost of everything he buys—which 
is mainly caused by excessive labor costs. Over 80 percent 
of the total cost of producing things is wages. 

Every time you auto workers get something more for 
less work you are milking the farmers of the nation—and 
everybody else. We all have to pay higher prices for every- 
thing we buy. A wage increase to labor is merely trans- 
ferring money from the rest of us to unionists. You want 
us un-guaranteed workers to carry your boys, piggy-back 


Guaranteed Annual Socialism 


It's not a question of whether GAW will “work” or not 
work. It will work, if combined with Guaranteed Annual 
Sales, Prices, and Profits. That would mean guaranteed 
daily policing by a swarm of bureaucrats and union goons. 
And that adds up to Guaranteed Annual Socialism. Social- 
ism promises Utopia and produces stagnation. 

It's not a question of whether Ford or General Motors 
can afford it. (Many companies can't.) It is whether 
America can afford it. Ford and General Motors may dis- 
tribute the money, but 50 million of us unorganized workers 
will pay the bill. 

You issued the challenge, with clenched fist. And you 
drove the bargain. But the union didn’t have the moral 
right to demand guaranteed employment and the companies 
didn’t have the moral right to promise it. The strongest 
companies might be able to live with it for a while. But 
the smaller manufacturers—and the public—deserve pro- 
tection. I believe the American people are sick and tired 
of union racketeering. This struggle will go far beyond 
Detroit—affecting all industries, all Americans. You have 
won a skirmish. But you'll lose the campaign. Because 
this Capitalist-Socialist struggle will be resolved finally, not 
at the bargaining table, and not by big industrialists and 
big labor unionists.
